A position of a thermometer thpt its 


temperature will at all times be that of 
be air, says Sergeant Richley, of the Sig- 
nal Bureau, is what ia sought for in the 
thermometer exposure. 
To obtain a 


iropor record of tho temperature ther- 
mometers shonld ba exposed to a free 
circulation ot the air, but at the same 
time tbey should bo protected from the 
direct ae well as the refleotad rays of the 
sun's heat, either from tbe atmosphere, 
:he earth's surface or surrounding bodies 
as nil tboso things affect the reading of 
the instrument. It has been found that 
where there is little- or no circulation, i. e. 
wind—tbe air of lowest temperature [has 
a tendency to settle in the lowest (places, 
hence it is important that the thermome- 
ter exposure should be medo on a slight 
elevation or tho roof of a building. 
Th9 


best exposure is found to be a height 
above tbe ground free from the influ- 
ences of neighboring objects; the next 
beet, & position on tho root of a [building 
uninfluenced by tbe harmful effects of 
aitifioiol, radiated or reflected heat. 


It the exposure is on the ground, it 


ikotdd not be within Zafetl of any liuild- 
'H'j, nor within. 5 fMt vf the ground; it 
should also be bung in the shade. The 
old rule, therefore, of exposure on the 
north side of a building, facing a lawn 
with trees and gresa. IB a good one so far 
aa the latter arc concerned, since a grasey 
surface does not become abnormally 
heated during the day, an does the bare 
eartb; but it is a very bsd one so far as it 
relates to the wall, especially if this bo 
either brick or atone, for the effect of this 
wall is to vary tbe reading, especially in 
clear weatber. 


Tbo tompernture of tbe air decreasb8 


with an moreace of alatitude during the 
day, but tit night it is generally reversed, 
and tbe air is colder near the earht'a sur- 
face, consequently tbe^thc-rmometermuBi 
ba protected from tbis. Where, the tern, 
perattiro is observed about four or five 
feet above a grasa sod, it is very nearly 
tbat of tbo lower jf tba atmosphere, ow- 
ing to evaporation and conduction of 
bent into tbo interior of tho earth, which 
tends to keep tbe surface and lower 
stratum of air from becoming very much 
healed, but still, tbe air at each a place 
is subject to extremely low nocturnal 
temperatures. 


It must be remembered, alao, that 


temperatures m and over a city are higher 
lhan in tbo country, and are therefore 
not strictly comparable. Another fact is 
aleoto be recollected, namely that mer- 
cury fretzes at a temperature of '10 de- 
grees below zero and a reading below,— 
3B degrees is not to be relied on. Where 
tbb temperature has been below the 
freezing point of mercury and is rising, 
tbe readings will be very erroneous aa 
lorjgas tbero ia any rf the mercury in a 
solid etatp, consequently for vary low 
temperatures, a spirit thermometer, only, 
is reliable. 


Another fact to be noticed is the grad- 


ual rise of tbe freezing coint—32 degrees 
F.—in mercurial thermometers, with age; 
tbis rise is sometimes as ?/i-uc//. <7.s 2 diigTCM 
ff., uitliii,. (i week after it ufiled, and in 
ayeitrcrtws thattmy rise an additional 
1 ctf.'jrci p., consequently a thermometer 
should bo frequently tepted and the scale, 
if pOBf-ibie, eiiifted to agree with tbe cor- 
rection. 


To furn up tbe above in a few words, 


the bout exposure for a tbermometor is a 
position with free circulation and pro- 
tected from tbe influence of surrounding 
objects, which tend to interfere with c 
corieot reading, and uninfluenced by ar-
